Section I—General Conditions 

I (i) The Japanese Grant Aid for 1990-91 of Yen 
981 million is intended to be used for'financing pay¬ 
ments to Japanese suppliers for import of equipment 
and services necessary for the transportation thereof 
to ports in India, and those for internal transporta¬ 
tion therein. 

(il) The import licences should be issued for an 
aggregate amount not exceeding Yen 1079 million 
(CIF) in favour of the importer, and should bear the 
superscription “Yen 981 million Japanese Grant Aid 
for 1990-91”. The licence code for the first and second 
suffix will be “S| JN”, But no import licence is re¬ 
quired for items covered under O.G.L. 

(iii) No remittance of foreign exchange wjll be 
permitted against the import licence, except bank 
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charges to the Bank of India, Tokyo which may be 
remitted through normal banking channels, payment 
towards Indian Agents Commission, if any, should be 
made in Indian rupees to the agents in India Such 
payments, however will form part of the licence value 
and will, there tore, be charged to the licence. 

(iv) The equipment should be procured only from 
Japan under this Grant Aid. 

(v) The import licences will be issued on CIF 
basis with validity upto 21-1-1992. 

(vi) The amount contract should provide for pay¬ 
ment on cash basis, i.e., on presentation of shipping

II (i) The contract is arranged in accordance with 
the Agreement dated the 22nd Jan., 1991 between 
the Governments of India and Japan concerning the 
Grant Aid of Yen 981 million for 1990-91 and will be 
subject to the approval of both the Governments. 

(ii) Payments to the suppliers shall be made
